A REFUGEE INTERVIEWED. 


Refugees from the overflowed 
country south of this coutinue to ar- 
rive daily, and give accounts of the 
pitiable condition of the unfortunate 
people there. Owing to the isolation 
of the country along the Mississippi 
aud other rivers, the true condition 
of the inhabitants is not known to 
the public. Many homes in the bot- 
toms, far from railroads and telegraph 
stutions. have been deserted, while 
hundreds of people are left without 
food, clothing or shelter. In many 
places the water extends for miles in 
every direction, cutting off all com: 
munieation with the upland country, 
and compelling the inhabitants tu re- 
main in cheerless homes and _half- 
sibmerged dwellings. No provisions 
a1 eto be liad, for there are none to 
purchases The public cannot be too 
venerous in its charity toward these 
people.

The swift current 
stripped plantations of fences, build- 
ings, wagons and farming imple- 
ments of every kind. Communica- 
tion with the outside world was ef- 
fectua!ly cut off,and the!people could 
not reacu the upland country. The 
story as related by Mrs. Walker, who, 
with her child, is stopping at the 
Grand Central hotel, is not exagger- 
ated, but on the contrary gives a 
faint conception of the true condi- 
tion of helpless men, women and 
children actually suffering, and in 
too many instances starving to death. 
From the | prenge stage of water no 
reveding of the river can amount to 
any relief within the next ten days, 
unless the decline be unusually fast. 
The whole country south of the city 
along the Mississippi, St. Francis, 
White and Arkansas rivers is sub- 
merged, the plantations devastated, 
and the inhabitants undergoing 
the most fearful affliction that 
ever befell a people.

NEW ORLEANS, May 5.—7Thecre is 
no abatement in the flood.

‘* In this section of the Parish there 
is a population of about one thousand 
white and black, destitute of the first 
necessities of life, living on rafis and 
lhouse tops with no transportation of 
any Kind aud the nearest land twea- 
ty miles distant. All their cattle and 
liorses are drowned, and the water is 
still rising about six iuches in twen- 
ty-four hours.” 

Mrs. S. A. Briggs, writing from 
Hiespens plantation, Madison Parish, 
says: ‘Permit me to call your atten- 
tion to the suficrings of freedmen on 
my plantation, 110 in number. We 
are submerged. Merchauts are not 


extending credit. Provisions are 
exhausted, aud stock destroyed, 


Women and children come to me and 
I am without the means to help them 
or myself.”
